commonwealth. When war breaks 
out or international relations become 
strained, and when corruption, trick 
ery and graft appears in public life, 
each of us may think that if we only 
had the management of things every- 
thing would be conducted squarely 
and honestly.

section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteadcr, 
Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteador 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homestcader. 
in good standing may preempt a 


quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties.—Mus: reside upon the 


homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
triets. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
-Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a House worth $300.00.

POWERS ARE SUCCESSFUL. 

The efforts of the powers appear 
to be .successful on both sides. 
Thus’ unless some sudden change oc- 
curs at ithe last moment, Rechad 
Pasha will present on Monday new 
terms, which will comprise another 
rectification of the Thracean frontier, 
bringing it further east than: provid- 
ed for in the terms presented Fri- 
day, perhaps to Dedeagitch, but not 
yet including Adrianople, and _pos- 
sibly the cession of Turkey’s rights 
in Crete direct to the Allies. 

After’ representations had _ been 
made to them, Dr. Daneff, Premier 
Venizelos, Mr. Novakovitch, and M. 
Miyuskovitch met today and decided 
to give Turkey a further period of 
grace, considering the new terms as 
proof_of a disposition on the part of 
Turkey to reach a satisfactory sola- 
tion. They propose to submit the 
new terms to their governments for 
study and await: further instructions, 
and will suggest an adjournment of 
the conference, probably until Fri- 
day, the third day after their 
Christmas, at the same time em- 
phasizing the absolute necessity -of 
Turkey making the terms of the 
allies, particularly with respect to 
Adrianople. 

MANY THINGS MAY HAPPEN. 

In the meantime, many things 
may happen. Of first importance 
among these, the fall of Adrianople 
would impel Turkey to accept the 
inevitable. The powers continue to 
exercise pressure at Constaitinople, 
aiming to demonstrate to the porte 
that resistance would only lead to 
graver losses. 

The impression is that Turkey wil) 
end by ceding Adrianople, and that 
this will be done without any ser- 
ious results, such as are always 
predicted by Turkish sympathizers 
or threatencd by Constantinople. 
Whether Turkey is about to suffer 
territorial amputation, the spectre of 
Mussulman fanaticism iPrajsed and 
assistance is sought from Creat Brit- 
ain and France, which have in their 
dominions many Mussulmans, who 
are pictured as being ready to rise 
in sympathy. :

By Which the Farmers inth is 
District will Benefit 


(Calgary Albertan, Dec. 27).- 

That tho Alberta and Saskatche 
wan Straw Paper Products Company 
Limited, will commence operations 
at its Medicine Hat plant in the 
spring, and that, following this, 
branch factories, will be establisi‘ed 
at Calgary, Lethbridge, Red Deer, 
and possibly Moose Jaw, is the 
statement of Arthur Patton, secre 
tary-treasurer of the company, who 
was in Calgary yesterday on his way 
to Medicine Hat. 


“The work on the factory building’ 


at Medicine Hat is now well under 
way,’’ said Mr. Patton, ‘‘and we ex- 
pect to be in a position to start op- 
erations there early- in the spring. 
Following this, steps will be taken 
to establish a branch factory at Cal- 
gary, and other branches will also 
be established at Red Deer and Leth- 
bridge, as early as possible. Moose 
Jaw may also be-one of the sites 
chosen by the company at which to 
establish a branch, the directors hav- 
ing a‘site under consideration at that 
point at the present time. 

The new company, which will util- 
ize the straw of the Alberta wheat 
fields for the making of _ building 
paper, boxes, and other thaterials, 
is already assured of a good market 
for its markets and, according to 
Mr. Patton, will open a new source 
of income for the farmers of Alber- 
ta. ‘ 
“Straw which has formerly been 
burned by the ton in wholesale 
fashion, will now be marketed ~ by 
the farmers,” he said, ‘‘and will be 
turned out of our factories in the 
shape of egg and fruit boxes and 
ether products. There is a good 
market in the west for the class of 
goods we will manufacture, and Brit- 
ish Columbia, in its fruit industry, 
will supply us with orders enough 
to keep any one of our factories 
going for several months of the 
year.” 

Mr. Patton left for Medicine Hat 
last night, and will be back in Cal- 
gary in a few days.

MORE STOCK FOR 
MAT SUPPLIES 


A Problem .‘hich Should Command 
the Attention of the Canadian 
Farmer 


What {s to be done !n order to 
build up the meat industry of Canada’ 
There will be Httle use for abattolrs 
if the farmers do not raise animals 
for slaughter therein, and the ques- 


tion is now not so much how can we: 


export our surplus meat, but rather 
how can we import enough meat tu 
feed ourselves. Grain farmers of the 
western provinces are being urged hy 
experimental farm workers, farmers’ 
institutes, livestock and farm papers 
to diversify thelr farming not only 
for safety as to returns, but as an 
assurance against the time when fer 
tility will be sn depleted that yields 
of grain will be no longer profitable. 
There is at present a market in Cana- 
da for all live stock produce and for 
all kinds of smoked meats, lard, ham 
and bacon, so that the market is her 
with good pric As the population 
increases this market will grow. tt 
fs generally supposed that the e> 
tremely low temperatures which pr: 
vail during the winter in the west ar 
absolutely prohibitive of thé succes: 
ful and eccnomical handling of liv 
stock. As a matter of fact, much o 
the best becf sold in Calgary, Edman 
ton and Winnipeg this spring was fe 
out in the open air Jast winter wit 
no shelter excep: a few buildirgs, anc 
here and there some _ haystacks o: 
very cheap sheds. Northwest winie: 
are no harde on live stock than the 
winters of Ontario. 
More Mixed Farming 

This general subject will be found 
discussed at zreat length in the last 
annual report issued by Dr. J. G. 
Rutherford, as veterinary genera] o 
the Dominion Government. The 
general subject of the languishing 
meat industry of Canada was the sub- 
ject of a lengthy debate in the house 
of commons about a year ago, and tt 
is a fair surmise that the federal 
government intends in some way to 
encourage. the industry. Unfortunate 
ly, the cold climate of Western Cana- 
da and the natural desire of the new 
settler to’get a qutck return from 
his land and to pay for his arm as 
quickly as possible militates against 
the industry. In the end, however, the 
farmer who raises some live stock and 
who feeds his frosted grain will come 
out ahead, and unquestionably th: 
country as a whole will be greatly 
benefited by more mixed farming i: 
Eastern and Western Canada alike 


Indeed, the situation {s becoming so, 


grave as to demand the earnest and 
early attention of the Dominion and 
provincial governments. 
Steady Supply Needed 

Nothing, perhaps, will accomplish 
so much as a campaign of publicity 
and education, which will convince 
the western ‘armer that he will bene 
fit himself and his land by raising 
live stock. The lesson cannot be too 
strongly liapressed upon Western far 
mers that the growth and prosperity 
of the live stock and meat business 
o. the country depends upon an am- 
ple and steady supply -of live stock 
being furnished to the packers and 
butchers scattered over the country. 
Without ample supplies and raw 
materials these people cannot operate 
economically. so that It is greatly to 
the benefit and profit of the farmers 
to keep a :‘eady supply moving for. 
ward in orcer that the home market 
may be mai alined and developed and 
the best  :ces established for the 
live stock grown within the provinces. 
—The Toronto World.

Ninter Cattle = 
Feeding In Alberta 


During the past three years tests 
were carried on’ at the Experiment 
Station at Lacombe,’ Alberta, to fiad 
vut what amount of profit could bé 
made from feeding’ steers in the , open 
ir on such foods as are easily avail- 
able in the district. During the win- 
ter of 1909-10 eighteen bullocks were 
fed, ‘the following winter twenty, 
and last winter nineteen, of sucn 
breeding and type as any farmer 
would have or would be likely to 
purchase in an ordinary market. As 
roughage such foods as straw, oat 
sheaves and hay were used, while the 
grain ratiyns consisted oi frosted 
wheat, barley and oats all ground 
and mixed.in varying proportions ac- 
cording to the relative available sup- 
ply of these grains. A corral fence, 
part of which helped to 
feeding rack, was the only shelter 
aliord:d. Grain, rations were fed on 


ilat-topped taples provided with an |- 


edging all round to prevent waste. 
Water was supplied in troughs in 
which were tank heaters to prevent 
ice forming. : 

For the benefit of those who are 
nterested in this. subject a pamphlet 
d. scribing the methods followed and 
a sumirsary of the results obtained in 
these tests has been issucd by direc: 
tion of the fLunorable Martin Bur- 
rell, Mini-ter of Agriculture, as 
{xperimental Farms Bulletin No, 12 
of the Second Series. In this it’ is 
shown that the difference between 
he buying and selling price per head 
the first. year, after one ° hundred 
and nine days feeding, was $10.65 , 
the second year, after one hundred 
and fifty-five days feeding, $54.96 , 
and the third year, after one hun- 
dred and. fifty-five days feeding, 
$40.51. After deducting the actual 
cost of feed and labor, the net pro- 
fits obta’ned were for the first year 
$14.35, for the second year $28.90, 
and for the third year $15.56 per 
head. As high as $1.28 per bushel 
was realized for frosted wheat fed 
to the cattle. 

This bulletin, which contains a 
number of helpful illustrations, is 
available to the farmers of the 
Western Provinces upon application 
to the Superintendent of the Experi- 
mental stations at Lacombe or Leth- 
bridge, Alberta.

A LAND OF PROMISE 


District of Patricia of Great Extent 
and Huge Possibilities 


How many Canadians are aware of 
the fact that a comparatively short 
time ago Ontario had added to it a 
territory one and a fifth times that of 
the British Isles and nearly three 
quarters of that of France or Ger- 
many? A district with vaulable min- 
eral deposits, promising well for agri- 
culture, abounding in fish and game 
and possessing considerable areas of 
timber? 

Yet all these facts are set forth In 
an interesting report -issued by the 
Ontario department of mines on the 
District of Patricia, as that part of 
the old District of Keewatin added 
by act of parliament to Ontario is 
known. Its area ts 146,400 square 
miles. It is bounded on the east and 
north by James and Hudson’s bays, 
giving Ontario a seashore of over 600 
miles. 

The geology of the new district is 
somewhat similar to that of Northern 
Ontario and at some places conditions 
are almost exactly akin to those in 
the silver area at Cobalt. Iron ore 
has been found in such a quantity as 
to justify the hope that deposits of 
the metal of economic value may be 
found in the district, while petroleum, 
natural gas, gypsum and salt, it is con- 
sidered, will also be found. 

Though the central elevated region 
cannot be spoken of as generally adap- 
ted for agriculture basins, covered de- 
posits of stratified sand and clay occur 
while thé climatic conditions are not 
by any means prohibitory to the gener- 
al cultivation of suitably situated 
tracts. 

Fish of various kinds are plentiful 
while game and furbearing animals 
though not so plentiful as they once 
were, are still fairly abundant through 
the district. The region has great un 
developed waterpowers, which are 
situated generally inland. The Al 
barny river at high water could be 
navigated by powerful steamers for 
about 250 miles from its mouth.
